Some men 
o£ proud spirit, will tail in business and 
become so disgusted with life and its 
cares that they will freely take themselves 
to the world they know not of; and 
otber men will fall in love, become dis- 
appointed, their hearts fail them alto- 
gether, and they blow out their brains 
with as much composure as if they were 
dying for glory and their oountry. 


These deaths are so mysterious that no 


reliable statistics havo been gathered in 
this country concerning tho causes which 
tnug about self-dustruutioa.

however, been learned, that a majority 
of

have 
been 
driven 
to 
the 


desperate deed by either disappointment 
in love or domestic trouble. 
Business 


failures cause about one-fourth of all tho 
suicides among men. 


1'hera is another interesting feature
